Under the caption or "A Curse of 
Small Communities." The Cynthi- 
ana Democrat comments editorially 
on a matter affecting a Paris enter- 
prise: 

"In a neghboring county a fight 
has developed between rival bus 
lines. One party established a line, 
ran it at a loss for some time, and 
when it finally began to pay another 
party started in over the same route, 
timing his schedule a few minutes 
ahead and thus capturing the larger 
part of the patronage. The original 
bus people are protesting through 
the papers, but it will do no good. 
Competition may be the life of trade, 
but in small communities where pat- 
ronage is limited it is often the 
death of enterprise. Where one 
business in a certain line might 
serve the public and make a fair 
profit, two or more in the same line 
make all lose money and eventually 
go to pot. That sort of thing is the 
curse of every small community. 
Nearly all lines are overdone. No- 
body makes any money. Enterprise 
is stifled. Civic spirit is killed. 
And yet some people wonder why a 
town does not grow."

any intelligent man must, the loss 
of public confidence in Mr. Daugh- 
erty as the head of the great De 
partment of Justice. 

When he reflects that the seating 
of his personal friend and associate, 
Senator Newberry, in a purchased 
seat has been condemned from one 
end of the country to the other and 
recalls the exclamation of the then 
Senator Kenyon, now Judge Kenyon. 
"My God! you can never lower the 
dignity of the Senate after this 
day." 

When he recalls the general pub- 
lic condemnation of his appointment 
of the notorious Nat Goldstein, who 
admitted taking $2,500 of the Low- 
den campaign slush fund when a 
candidate for delegate to the Repub- 
lican National Convention. 

When he reflects upon the general 
protest against the leasing of the 
last of the naval oil reserves to 
subsidiaries of the Standard Oil 
Trust after they had been set aside 
by his predecessors for use of the 
oil-burning ships in the navy in Na- 
tional defense and the oil-burning 
ships of the Merchant Marine in the 
carrying of American commerce, 
and that the assumed personal re- 
sponsibility therefor. 

When he reflects upon the sorrow 
and shame he has cast upon the lives 
of old and faithful employees of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
whom he summarily discharged 
without warning and to whose pleas 
for a hearing he refused to listen. 

When he recalls his party's prom- 
ise to reduce taxes and then notes 
the fact that the only persons who 
have had their taxes reduced are 
multi-millionaires and war-profi- 
teers. 

When he recalls the promise of 
his party to revive industry and 
trade and then sees a Republican 
Congress passing a tariff bill which 
will inevitably destroy foreign trade 
and work further disaster to Amer- 
ican industry — the high protective 
tariff bill which he himself advo- 
cated. 

When he reflects upon the returns 
of the primary elections in Indiana 
and Pennsylvania containing a repu- 
diation of a Do-Nothing Congress 
and his own administration by 
members of his own party. 

When he reviews the fifteen 
months of the Harding administra- 
tion and finds a minimum of accom- 
plishments almost buried out of 
sight under a maximum of failure, 
with his party breaking up into fac- 
tions, and scandals multiplying in 
his administration and the influen- 
tial papers of his own party press 
arraigned against the principal 
economic policy of his administra- 
tion. 

But what's the use. When Presi- 
dent Harding declares that there are 
times he wishes for a little while 
that he were not President of the 
United States he simply shares a 
wish that is common to an ever-in- 
creasing number of his fellow-citi- 
zens, and which, unless there is 
great improvement in his adminis- 
tration, of which there are no pres- 
ent signs, threatens to become gen- 
eral.

Despite the fact that alfalfa has 
a limited distribution in Kentucky, 
there is a place for the crop on many 
farms of the State, not as a major 
field crop, but as a crop for a small 
area of good land, crop specialists 
at the College of Agriculture say. 
It is a legume best suited to rich 
soils that contain plenty of lime, but 
most farms have from two to five 
acres that could be prepared rather 
easily for growing it. Fall seeding 
is more satisfactory in Kentucky in 
view of the fact that spring seedings 
are troubled with weeds and grasses 

Only two counties in 
Pendleton and Campbell, have a 
large area of alfalfa, these two 
growing half the acreage found in 
the State or nearly 28,000 acres, ac- 
cording to the 1920 census. The 
five leading alfalfa counties grow 
nearly four-fifths of all that is found 
in the State. These facts emphasize 
the limited distribution of the crop.

MAKE NEW 



Sugar exports from the United 
States in the fiscal year which ends 
with June, the fiscal year 1922, will 
probably exceed those of any year 
in the history of our export trade. 
The United States, says the Trade 
Record of the National City Bank of 
New York, has enormously increased 
its exportation of refined sugar. 
This big increase occurred during 
the war and was in fact one of the 
consequences of the war which ma- 
terially reduced the quantity of 
beet sugar produced in Europe and 
consequently intensified the demand 
for Cuban, Porto Rican and Hawaii 
cane sugars, most of which are refin- 
ed in the United States. As a re- 
sult we have become not only the 
world's largest exporter of refined 
sugars, but also the largest refiner 
of cane sugars, for practically all of 
the cane sugar of the three islands 
above mentioned passes from the 
hands of the producers in the raw 
state to the refineries of the United 
States, while the cane sugar of the 
other chief producer, Java, although 
not "refiner" in a strict sense of the 
term, is turned out in a condition in 
which it passes directly to the con- 
sumer, making it quite apparent 
that the sugar refineries of the 
United States handle larger quanti- 
ties of sugar than those of any other 
country in the world.

REPORTS SHOW 61,000 MEMBERS 

Membership in the Burley To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operative Associa- 
tion has passed the 61,000 mark, as 
shown by the report of Assistant 
Chief of the Field Service Division 
William Collins, to the Board of 
Directors Friday, and the reports of 
field workers of contracts not sent in 
but already signed. 

Assistant Chief William Collins' 
figures showed 55,617 growers of 
burley tobacco signed in the cam- 
paign last fall and 4,804 additions 
since the campaign closed, making a 
total of 60,421. President and Gen- 
eral Manager James C. Stone esti- 
mated that 1,000 contracts, signed 
but not yet sent in to Field Service 
Headquarters, were in the hands of 
county chairmen or workers. 

President Stone reported that the 
tobacco situation in West Virginia 
and the Ohio counties contiguous 
was favorable, Manager Clifton 
Rodes and his associates signing up 
the growers of that section at the 
rate of 160 to 175 a week. Direc- 
tor of Warehouses Ralph M. Barker 
reported that the prizing of green 
tobaccos to one of the largest brok- 
ers in the United States for export 
purposes. He said that a number of 
representatives of the larger manu- 
facturers .had been in Lexington re- 
cently and had called at the offices 
that their attitude appeared to be 
fair and friendly and that it was his 
opinion it would not belong before 
substantial sales could be an- 
nounced.

That the money required for the 
establishment of new warehouses for 
the Burley Tobacco Growers' Co- 
operative Association comes from 
the pockets of the farmers them- 
selves and that none will be estab- 
lished where not absolutely needed 
for the interests of the general as- 
sociation were declared in a state- 
ment made by Director of Ware- 
houses Ralph M. Barker in discuss- 
ing the probability of adding to the 
Association's holdings by the acqui- 
sition of new receiving plants. 

"Tobacco growers in asking for 
establishment of the new reveiving 
plants," said director Barker, 
"should bear in mind that it is the 
money of the growers that pays for 
these houses and that the cost will 
come out of the farmers' tobacco. 
We desire to have a receiving plant 
at every point where it is necessary, 
but our members will not uphold us 
in any policy of establishing plants 
on any other basis than that. 

"The members of the Association 
want us to proceed with as little cost 
as possible in the handling of their 
crops, they want necessary receiv- 
ing plants and will approve them 
where such plants are required for 
the general good, but, judging from 
what a number already have said to 
me, they will not approve any gen- 
eral plan for the establishment of 
warehouses just because there are 
none in the counties which may 
want them, even, though these coini- ' 
ties may grow considerable tobacco. 

"The Hurley Association owns 
now a lame number of plants, in 
some places more than it needs, in 
others it has none and in some of 
these places it ought to have at least 
one. Where such plants may be 
necessary for properly extending the 
business of the Association they 
will be established, but not a plant 
will be established which the Associ- 
ation ran |Ot along without. Grow- 
ers have already indicated that this 
sentiment exists practically unani- 
mously among them, and it is the in- 
tention of this office to respect that 
s< miment. for the farmers will have 
to pay, after all, every dollar of the 
cost of such plants as are estab- 
lished."

Reduction of second-class postage 
rates, which were originally impos- 
ed as war takes, is proposed in a bill 
which has just been introduced in 
the house of representatives by Con- 
gressman M. Clyde Kelly, of Penn- 
sylvania. The bill is Intended to 
give relief to newspapers and maga- 
zines, which have made representa- 
tions to Congress that the continua- 
tion of the high postal rates serious- 
ly effects the entire publishing in- 
dustry. 

The Kelly bill would repeal the 
last two of the four increases in pos- 
tal rates which were made under the 
war revenue act of 1917. In a state- 
ment explaining the purpose of the 
bill, Mr. Kelly said the newspaper 
and magazine publishers of the 
country are in need of relief from 
this discriminatory war tax in order 
that the press may continue to func- 
tion. 

The proposed measure, Mr. Kelly 
explained, retains the present zone 
system of postal charges but reduces 
the postage from the amount pro- 
vided under the fourth advance, ef- 
fective July 1, 1921, to that of the 
second advance which became effect- 
ive July 1, 1919. According to Mr. 
Kelly the rates asked for would still . 
give the government 175 per cent.) 
more than the pre-war rates and! 
would not relieve the publishing in- | 
dustry of one cent of the other fed- j 
oral taxes paid by it in common j 
with other industries. 

"The present postage rates on J 
newspapers and publications were 
fixed in the war revenue act passed 
in 1917. and are 325 per cent higher 
than the pre-war rates." said Mr. 
Kelly. "Every one of the items car- 
ried in that measure, with the ex- 
ception of the tax on second class 
mail matter, has been modified or 
repealed. 

"These war-time postage increases 
have driven millions of pounds of 
second class matter into private 
channels of distribution. There is 
something radically wrong when pri-

EVOLUTION OF JULY FOURTH 

Two or three generations ago, 
judging by old newspapers, people 
took much more interest in the real 
meaning of July Fourth.

FIFTY-FOUB CONVICTIONS 



(Frankfort State Journal) 

Sixty-two arrests in one month 
and 54 convictions by the wardens 
employed by the State Game and 
Fish Commission reflect high credit 
upon the service and indicate that 
there is plain proof of violation of 
the conservation laws. 

The proportion of convictions to 
total arrests is indicative of a sound 
sentiment in behalf of laws which 
will prove highly and widely valu- 
able if well enforced. 

Violating the game and fish laws 
reflects as often as not ignorance of 
the value of the laws. The hunter 
or fisherman who is a violator has 
no real conception of the way in 
which fish and game can be increas- 
ed where the law is obeyed. That 
there is little difficulty in convict- 
ing those who, in their ignorance of 
their own interest in conservation, 
violate the law is a good indication 
of support of conservation. The 
educative effect of frequent convic- 
tions is highly useful.

Ancient Fortification*. 

The explorers who attempted to 
scale Mount Everest discovered among 
other things, several ancient fortifica- 
tions built in unexpected places in the 
high Tibetan mountain valleys, 15,000 
feet above sea level.

RAINS HELP GARDENERS 

Soaking rains the first part of 
week worked wonders with vegeta- 
tion, and freshened up fields parch- 
ed almost brown under a July sun. 
Stock water was getting scarce in 
some parts of the county, and many 
livestock dealers were driving their 
cattle and other stock long dis- 
tances to where they could obtain 
water. Farms and gadens have ben- 
efitted greatly from the life-giving 
moisture and the crops are in fine 
condition as a result 

The drought had begun to have 
an effect on tobacco and corn crops 
in many sections. The rains that fell 
in June were not sufficient to help 
the crops very materially. 

The hay crop has been harvested, 
the dry weather prevailing during 
the past two weeks being favorable 
to the ripening and satisfactory 
curing of this crop. 

Early corn has reached the tassel- 
ing stage, and with more rain, 
should produce some roasting ears 
soon. The fruit crop in general is 
promising and, with favorable 
weather, a bumper crop will be pro- 
duced. Potatoes and oats have suf- 
fered most from the drought, and 
the blackberry crop may be short in 
some sections.
